Preliminary exam set for Feb. 22-23 in Covington murder

A two-day preliminary exam has been 
set for Feb. 22-23 in 34" District Court for 
the murder charge against Timothy Eugene 
Moore in the shooting death of Egypt 
Covington in 2017. 

About 10 witnesses are expected to testify, 
said Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Victoria Shackelford. 

On Dec. 9, defense attorney Kristina 
Joseph said if the exam needs to go longer, 
that would be possible and they could 
discuss it at the time. 

“It’s not a trial. It’s probable cause,” 
said Judge Tina Brooks Green referring 
to the reason for the preliminary exam. If 
Judge Green decides the exam shows there 
is probable cause that there was a crime 
committed and that the defendant may have 
done the crime, she will bind the case over 
to circuit court at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice where the trial would be held. 

Moore, 34, of Ohio is charged with 
the June 22, 2017 first-degree murder of 
Egypt Covington in Van Buren Township, 
along with home invasion, and six weapon 
charges. 

The charges were brought through the 
Michigan State Police. Officer in charge is 
MSP Detective/Sergeant James Plummer. 

Moore attended the Dec. 9 Zoom court 
session from the Wayne County Jail where 
he is being held without bond. There were 
about 65 people watching the session via 
You Tube. 

Prosecutor Shackelford said she is 
continuing to slowly send the 4,000 to 
5,000 pages of discovery to defense 
attorney Kristina Joseph, as directed by 
Judge Green. 

Attorney Joseph confirmed they are 
receiving the discovery and expect to get 
it all. 

After Judge Green proposed the live 
exam in her courtroom on Feb. 22 and 23, 
Joseph said she was agreeable as long as all 
the discovery is provided well in advance. 

Prosecutor Shackelford said the exam 
will not be held within the 14-days after 
arrest as required. Attorney Joseph said she 
and her client are not consenting to waive 
the time limit, but if the court found good 
cause, that is reason enough. 

“Good cause is shown,” said Judge 
Green, referring to COVID-19 regulations 
and current rules for in-person gatherings. 

Judge Green, Prosecutor Shackelford and 
attorney Joseph went into a Zoom breakout 
room for a private discussion and when 
they came out, she said, “That’s it.” 

Judge Green said the next date Moore 
has a court session is the exam date in 
February. She said if the prosecutor or 


Second suspect arraigned in 
Egypt Covington murder case 


Shane Lamar Evans, 31, of Sumpter 
Township was arraigned Friday 
afternoon as the second suspect in the 
shooting death of Egypt Covington in 
her Van Buren Township home on June 
22, 2017. 

He is charged with homicide/felony 
murder and first-degree home invasion. 
If found guilty of the first charge he 
would face life in prison. 

He also is charged as a habitual 
offender and this has the potential of 
enhancing the sentence for the crimes. 

Evans was before 34" District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green on 
Dec. 18 via Zoom from the Detroit 
Police Department’s Mound Road 
Men’s Detention Center. He later was 
transferred to the Wayne County Jail to 
await legal proceedings. 

Sharon Grier, who was the court- 
appointed defense attorney for the 
arraignment only, waived the formal 
reading of the complaint and the 
warrant. Grier said the defendant 
understands a new defense attorney 
will be appointed to defend him on the 


defense attorney need something before 
then, “I can jump on Zoom any day of the 
week.” 

Meanwhile, on Dec. 18 a second 
defendant in Egypt Covington’s murder 
was arraigned by Judge Green via Zoom. 
He is Shane Lamar Evans of Sumpter 
Township who is charged with homicide/ 
felony murder and home invasion first 
degree. His next court session is Dec. 30 in 
front of Judge Green. 

Joe Stafford 
Joe Stafford, 55, of Georgia was charged 
at 34 District Court with robbing the 
Chase bank in Belleville on Nov. 7 and 
also at the 35" District Court, charged with 
robbing the Chase bank in Canton on Nov. 
5. 

His probable cause conference by 
Zoom on Dec. 9 before Judge Green was 
adjourned until 11 a.m. Jan. 13 before 
newly elected 34° District Court Judge 
Lisa Martin. 

Court-appointed defense attorney Sam 
Churikian said he found out his client has 
two cases against him, plus a parole hold 
out of Georgia. 

“It’s difficult figuring out the procedure,” 


charges. 

Judge Green set an 11 a.m., Dec. 30, 
probable cause conference by Zoom in 
her courtroom. 

Michigan State Police Detective / 
Sergeant James Plummer recommended 
a remand without bond for Evans and 
Judge Green agreed and said there 
would be no bond. 

Judge Green said she also is sitting 
on the case for the co-defendant in the 
murder, Timothy Moore, and in his case 
evidence is being suppressed with an 
order signed by the judge. 

She ordered suppression of the 
investigation report, the felony warrant, 
and the witness list for Evans, as well, 
and to put that all under seal. 

Wayne County Circuit Court records 
show Evans was arrested for a Feb. 
28, 2011 armed robbery in Dearborn 
and pled guilty to the charge on Aug. 
30, 2011. He was sentenced to prison 
for 27 months to five years on Sept. 
16, 2011 and credited with 205 days 
already spent in jail, A DNA sample 
was ordered. 


he said and Judge Green went into a private 
Zoom breakout room with Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Jane Gillis and 
attorney Churikian. 

When they returned to open session, 
Judge Green said by adjourning the 
probable cause conference until Jan. 13, it 
will give Churikian time to catch up with 
the Canton case. 

“You'll know what’s going on with 
Canton and his parole hold,” Judge Green 
said. 

Stafford is being held at the Wayne 
County Jail on $10,000/10% bond on the 
Belleville case and $250,000/10% on the 
Canton case. 

During the breakout session, the jail 
cameras suddenly shifted from a Zoom 
picture of Stafford for his court session to a 
picture of a Wayne County Sheriff’s office 
at the jail, so the Zoom link was cut off and 
Stafford’s Zoom presence ended. 

Ashley Ryan Hampton 

Ashley Ryan Hampton, 37, of River 
Rouge was bound over to circuit court for a 
Nov. 18 arraignment on the information on 
three charges of criminal sexual conduct-1* 
degree (relationship) and three additional 


charges of criminal sexual conduct-2™ 
degree last spring in Sumpter Township. 

His live preliminary exam was held Nov. 
4 before Judge Oakley. 

Prosecutor Abigail MclIntyre’s first 
witness was a 14-year-old girl who was 
13 when the alleged offenses occurred. 
The second witness was Sumpter Officer 
George Salajan who said Trenton Police 
Department reached out to Sumpter on the 
charges. Similar charges against Hampton 
reportedly are pending in Trenton. 

Defense attorney is Thomas Reed Quartz, 
who alleged the girl is lying. Hampton is 
free on $5,000 personal bond. 

At circuit court a Feb. 12 pretrial 
conference was set and a Feb. 19 final 
conference before trial in front of Judge 
Bridget Hathaway. 

Teresa Renee Lewis 

Teresa Renee Lewis, 52, of Ypsilanti, 
faces a charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon on Aug. 3 in Van Buren Township. 
She is free on $1,000 personal bond. 

Her defense attorney Hugh R. Marshall 
said his client wished to waive her 
preliminary exam and proceed to circuit 
court. Judge Oakley said her arraignment 
on the information was set at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice on Nov. 18. A 
calendar conference has since been set for 
Dec. 18. 

Matthew Allen Storms 

Matthew Allen Storms, 35, of Van Buren 
Township, is in the Wayne County Jail on 
a charge of domestic violence on June 6 in 
Van Buren Township. 

He also has charges of home invasion 
and assault and battery on Sept. 29 in Van 
Buren Township in another file. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Larry 
King said he would like to keep the two 
files together and defense attorney Patrick 
Arella said he would like live exams, but 
he is yet to get discovery on the Sept. 29 
cases. Prosecutor King said he will get the 
discovery to him as soon as possible. 

Judge Oakley said they could do live 
exams for both cases at 2:30 p.m., Nov. 19. 
On Nov. 19, this was adjourned until Dec. 
2. Judge Oakley said for the month Storms 
has been in jail, he is giving credit for time 
served and closed an old traffic offense. 

On Dec. 2, Storms’ new defense attorney 
from the Neighborhood Defense Service, 
Brandy Robinson, said her client wished 
to set a live exam and Judge Oakley said 
that will come after the first of the year. 
Robinson said she still needs discovery 
on the home invasion charge and the 
new Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Darrian Fortier said she would try to get 
it to her.

Wait to install meters

To the Van Buren Township Board: 

I just completed reading the article in 
the Independent on the new Water Meter 
System approved by the board. The board 
has decided to replace all the water meters 
due to an obsolete system that will no 
longer be supported. 

I understand that technology evolves 
and requires updating from time to time. 
However, who is making the decision that 
in the middle of a pandemic the township is 
going to have residents open their homes to 
a contractor to replace the meters? 

VBT has experienced 951 positive cases 
of Covid-19 and 20 deaths. How many 
people will be exposed to the virus by 
allowing contractors to come into their 
homes to do this work? I know there will 
be steps and protocols for the workers to 
follow, however, that doesn’t mean ZERO 
exposure. 

Water System Director James Taylor 
stated in your article that the township staff 
could drive down the street and collect the 
data. Isn’t that safer for the time being vs. 
a possible exposure of even one resident? 
Isn’t the cost of some additional temporary 
staff to drive around and collect data better 
than the possibility of one exposure? 

The township has all the historical data 
for our homes and could use that data to 
estimate our water bills until such time that 
it is safe to do this work. Think of all the 
Seniors, think of all the immune-deficient 
residents, think of the 20 families in our 
community that have experienced the 
death of a family member, then THINK OF 
A BETTER WAY TO COMPLETE THIS 
PROJECT. 

I can safely say that I will not be opening 
my door to anyone outside of my immediate 
family until the pandemic is over and it is 
safe to do so. Find a way to bill me and 
change my meter later in the year when it 
is safe to do so.

It’s an absolute “dishonor” that Greg isn’t 
on the Belleville wall. Really? Change your 
rules!

Man, horse die after 
truck hits tree in 
Sumpter Township 


A truck pulling a horse trailer reportedly 
went off the road and hit a tree early Sunday 
morning in Sumpter Township, killing the 
front-seat passenger and sending the driver 
and three passengers to the hospital.

Holiday Package Delivery Tips 

Police departments throughout the 
country receive a number of reports about 
UPS, FEDEX and USPS packages being 
stolen from mailboxes and doorsteps. 
Thieves will often target their victims by 
following behind UPS, FEDEX and USPS 
trucks (known as “tailgating”) and watch 
for deliveries where packages are left in 
open areas. Once the delivery person has 
left the package, the thieves will go onto 
the property and steal these packages. 
Here are a few safety tips you can take to 
better protect yourself if you are expecting 
a package delivery. 

e Always retrieve packages (and mail) as 
soon as it arrives. 

If you are not going to be home to receive 
the package: 

e Send the package to the residence of 
a trusted friend or relative who you know 
will be home. Be sure that the friend is 
ready and waiting to retrieve the package 
when the doorbell rings and be on the 
lookout in case the doorbell doesn’t ring. 

e Ask the package delivery company to 
hold the package if you will not be home 
(many have local delivery centers). 

e Request that your package is marked 
“signature required.” This requires the 
delivery person to stand by and wait until 
you’re available to retrieve the package. 

e Leave special instructions with the 
delivery company on where to deliver the 
package. A good place is on the side or 
back of the house so that the package is out 
of sight from the road.

Winter Driving Tips 

e Avoid driving while you’re fatigued. 
Getting the proper amount of rest before 
taking on winter weather tasks reduces 
driving risks. 

e Never warm up a vehicle in an enclosed 
area, such as a garage. 

e Make certain your tires are properly 
inflated. 

e Do not use cruise control when driving 
on any slippery surface (wet, ice, sand). 

e Always look and steer where you want 
to go. 

e Use your seatbelt every time you get 
into your vehicle. 

Tips for driving in the snow: 

e Accelerate and decelerate slowly. 
Applying the gas slowly to accelerate is 
the best method for regaining traction and 
avoiding skids. Don’t try to get moving in 
a hurry and take time to slow down for a 
stoplight. Remember: It takes longer to 
slow down on icy roads. 

e Drive slowly. Everything takes longer 
on snow-covered roads. Accelerating, 
stopping, turning -- nothing happens as 
quickly as on dry pavement. Give yourself 
time to maneuver by driving slowly. 

¢ The normal dry pavement following 
distance of three to four seconds should 
be increased to eight to ten seconds. This 
increased margin of safety will provide the 
longer distance needed if you have to stop. 

¢ Know your brakes. Whether you have 
anti-lock brakes or not, the best way to 
stop is threshold breaking. Keep the heel 
of your foot on the floor and use the ball of 
your foot to apply firm, steady pressure on 
the brake pedal. 

e Don’t accelerate up hills. Applying 
extra gas on snow can be dangerous. As 
you reach the crest of the hill, reduce your 
speed and proceed downhill as slowly as 
possible. 

e Don’t stop while traveling on an 
inclining roadway. Maintain your speed.

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City office overwhelmed 
with those interested in 
marijuana industry

Belleville City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz told the city council during 
Monday’s Zoom meeting that she, City Clerk/ 
Treasurer Verna Chapman and DPW Director 
Rick Rutherford have been overwhelmed 
with phone calls and visitors to discuss the 
marijuana industry in Belleville. 

She said the information is online at 
bellevilleonthelake.com under the tab 
specifically labled for the marijuana industry. 
The proposed zoning map for marijuana 
facilities runs along properties that are just 
south of the railroad track and the map was 
published by the Independent on the Dec. 17 
front page, she said. 

She said there is a 5 p.m., Monday, Dec. 
28, public hearing via Zoom by the planning 
commission on the proposed overlay map, 
followed immediately by a special city 
council meeting to vote on the commission’s 
recommendation. 

City Manager Kobylarz said applications 
must be delivered to the clerk, must be 
postmarked by Jan. 1, must be delivered in 
triplicate and must be sent by U.S. Mail or 
other special delivery, such as FedEx. 

“We didn’t write the ordinance; our jobs 
are to enforce it,” she said of the ordinance 
approved by voters Nov. 3. 

“We do not and will not give advice, 
opinions, or directions,” Kobylarz said. 

She said someone will be in the city offices 
on Jan. 1 for those who want to drop off 
applications in person. 

The city offices otherwise were to close at 
4 p.m., Dec. 23 and reopen at 9 a.m., Jan. 4.
